Carriage and Discount Terms.—We do not pay carriage on Plant Orders, but on all prepaid 
orders amounting to 20s. or over we allow discount of 1s. in the £, which may either be 
deducted when remitting or will be credited against the cost of carriage. Orders for credit account 
if over 40s.in value are subject to a discount of 1s.in the £, if paid within 14 days of date of 
invoice. In order to avoid delay new customers are requested to send cash with order- 
The Railway Companies still require that the carriage on all passenger train traffic be prepaid; we shall in 
such cases pay carriage and add the Railway charge to our invoice unless covered by the Discount as mentioned 
above. 

Terms of Credit.—Our books are made up half-yearly, when all accounts are due net. Interest at 
the rate of 5 % per annum will be charged on overdue accounts. 

Remittances.—Money Orders and Postal Orders to be made payable at Bedford Street Post Office ; 
these and all Cheques should be crossed ‘‘ Westminster Bank, Ltd.” 

Packing.—Boxes and packing are charged at cost price except in the case of prepaid orders 
amounting to 40s. and over when no charge will be made. When charged for, the amount will be 
credited on safe receipt if they are returned to us carriage paid within a fortnight, provided they 
have the sender’s name on the address label for identification and that an advice is sent us by post stating 
date of dispatch and name of Railway.

Prepayment necessary.—Owing to the expense incurred in collecting accounts abroad we beg that 
Customers will kindly enclose with their Orders a remittance, a draft, or an “‘ order to pay” on @ 
London Bank or Agent ; the remittance should be sufficient to cover cost of postage or carriage 
when the freight is required to be paid in advance. 

Carriage.—No allowance for Carriage can be made in the case of Overseas Orders ; the extra attention 
necessary precludes any kind of allowance in this respect. 

Packing .—A moderate charge will be made where special materials have to be used, such as Sphagnum 
Moss, Oil-Silk, ete., and where any special packing necessitates a great deal of labour (as in the 
case of some Plant Orders), when out-of-pocket expenses only’ willbe charged. 

Shipping, etc.—In Shipping Bulbs and Plants to Australia, New Zealand, America, India, and 
the Cape, we exercise great care in selecting, preparing, and properly packing the same. Still 
there are so many contingencies that we cannot, in any way, hold ourselves responsible for the 
condition in which Plants or Bulbs reach their destination. Owr Customers will confer a favour if 
they report, on arrival, the condition of the goods. Our experience in successfully preparing and shipping 
Seeds, Bulbs and Plants to all parts of the world extends over a very long period.

Aster, New Dwarf Hybrids. 


Ir is our pleasure to introduce a race of New Dwarf Hybrid Asters raised by 
Mr. H. V. Vokes of Southampton. We feel that these will fill a long-felt want in providing 
a race of dwarf compact very free-flowering plants, blooming at a season when such are scarce. 
They are similar in habit to the Novi-Belgii Section except for their height, and produce 
innumerable flowering shoots covering the plant in blossom for a considerable time.

Within recent years many new seedling varieties have been raised, some of them improvements, 
others either lacking form or of poor constitution. In the following pages and in our List of New Irises 
on page 2 we have included only those which after trial at our Nurseries have proved to be of good 
constitution and in our opinion surpass the older varieties. 


No garden is complete without Flag Irises, not only on account of their beautiful flowers, but also 
for the charm of their soft glaucous foliage, which brings into relief the colours of other flowers. The 
Dwarf Bearded Hybrids offered on page 36 should also be included as being specially 
valuable in the rock garden and for the front of borders. 
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IRIS, TALL BEARDED FLAG—continued. 

An Iris garden will give bloom practically the whole year round by a judicious selection of Tall and 
Dwarf Hybrid Flag and Beardless Irises together with various bulbous Irises, a full collection of which 
will be found in our Bulb Catalogue ; where such a garden is contemplated we shall be pleased to give 
further advice. Iris Kempferi and many of the Beardless Species offered on pages 37 to 39 are 
specially suitable for damp situations, and some may even be treated as semi-aquatics. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


We have arranged these Tall Bearded Irises in natural groups which we hope will be helpful 
to amateurs in making selections. Each group has a distinctive character. Group I. comprises those 
varieties flowering in May, and includes the well-known blue, purple, and white Flag Irises, besides a 
number of handsome May-flowering hybrids of recent introduction ; following in June come the Irises of 
- Group II., which we have broadly divided into Colour Sections, which we hope will be of assistance to 
our customers in making suitable selections for colour groups or borders. Group III. comprises the 
Dwarf Bearded Hybrids, flowering from March to May, suitable for the rock garden, etc. ; 
Group IV. represents the Beardless Species for borders and water-side; Group V., Lris Kempferi, 
the Clematis-like Japanese Iris. 

CULTURE OF FLAG IRISES. 

Tall and Dwarf Flag Irises, Groups I., II. and III.—These Irises like a well-drained soil and 
by preference a sunny situation. It is most important that the soil should not be deficient in lime, 
and when preparing the ground a good dressing of lime is recommended, They object to fresh stable 
manure, which must be avoided when planting. An occasional application in early spring of super- 
phosphate. of lime, using about 2 ounces to the square yard, will add vigour to the plants and correct 
any acidity in the soil. Plant shallow, barely covering the rhizomes or root stocks with soil. 

Flag Irises may be planted any time from late July to end of March, whenever the ground may 
be in the most suitable condition, but we recommend from the end of August to the end of October as 
the best time. Late summer and early autumn planting will ensure better bloom the first season. 

Beardless Irises, Groups IV. and V. object to lime, which should be avoided in planting ; 
they mostly thrive best in a rich and moderately heavy soil, and should be planted in autumn or early 
spring. See special cultural notes on page 37.

PAZONIES.—BARR’S HARDY DOUBLE CHINESE.

These magnificent Pzeonies bear large 
handsome flowers during June, in many 
beautiful colours, including pure white, blush-rose, 
pink, bright and deep crimsons, while most of them 
are deliciously rose-scented. ‘Their ornamental 
and massive foliage, in addition, renders them 
attractive plants for the herbaceous border or to 
intermingle with shrubs. When planted in beds 
or grouped in the flower border, Lilies (especially 
L. speciosum and L. auratum) should be asso- 
ciated with them, as they do well together, and 
succeed each other in time of flowering. The 
flowers are greatly valued for cutting, and the buds 
open freely in water; the foliage is also useful for 
cutting during autumn for church and indoor 
decoration, the leaves assuming beautiful autumnal 
tints of bronze and crimson. 

Culture.—Before planting trench the ground © 
as deeply as possible, adding abundance of rotten 
manure, and after planting mulch the surface with 
manure. Occasional applications of liquid manure 
during the growing season are beneficial and, the 
plants should remain undisturbed as long as 
possible. As Pwonies form their flower-buds during 
spring, plant in a N.W., S.W. or W. aspect, so that 
the sun’s rays do not fall upon them before 11 or 12 
o'clock, or the flower buds may be damaged by the 
early morning sun falling on them while they are in a half- frozen state. This can be obviated by selecting 
the positions named above. 


Tue Prantrine season for Pxonies is from September to March; those planted in early autumn 
should produce some bloom the following summer.

These Hybrid Hardy Water Lilies are of fascinating beauty. Their colours embrace the most 
vivid crimsons, the softest of pinks and roses, delicate creams, yellows and snowy whites, while 
some have charming blendings of more than one shade; in many cases their beauty is enhanced by 
prominent golden stamens, while others are fully double and resemble giant roses. 

The introduction of these beautiful Hardy Water Lilies into the Rock or Herbaceous 
garden is strongly recommended, and can be 
easily arranged for even in small gardens, by 
sinking wooden tubs into the ground. 
These should be thoroughly well pitched 
inside and out to make them water-tight 
and preserve the wood; tar must not be 
used, as the gases it throws off are 
detrimental to plant life. The smaller grow- 
ing varieties marked * should be used, 
planted in 6 to 9 inches of good fibrous 
loam. A series of these sunk tubs along the 
foot of the rock-garden or in front of the 
herbaceous border produces a charming 
effect, especially if the tubs of Nympheas 
are alternated with Reeds, Butomus umbel. 
latus (Flowering Rush), Scirpus, Typha, 
Ranunculus Lingua, and Sagittaria, while 
Japanese Primulas, etc., may be grouped 
at the back and between the tubs. 
Another plan is to make concrete basins 
with an overflow or outlet at one side, so 
as to produce a gentle flow when adding 
fresh water; this should only be given 
when necessary, as a sudden change of 
temperature is apt to check growth. 


NYMPHHA TUBEROSA RICHARDSONII, 
Culture, Method of Planting, etc. 


These Hybrid Water Lilies have proved to be hardy, but where they are grown in tubs or small 
basins it is advisable to give some slight protection during very severe and prolonged frosty weather. 


Situation.—Nympheas should be planted in full sun, and in still water. When grown in 
artificial basins, etc., it is a mistake to add fresh water frequently as it is apt to chill the plants, as 
Nymphzas do not flower well until the water has been warmed by the sun. They strongly resent cold 
water from a spout or fountain jet falling upon the foliage, as this is apt to check growth. 


When planted in streams and rivers, basins or creeks, they should be protected from any rush of 
water which might otherwise tear or damage the leaves or even wash away the plants. 


Soil.—Any kind of soil such as is found at the bottom of lakes will suit the Nympnuama, but where 
a soil has to be provided, we recommend good fibrous loam with the addition of 1 part in four of well- 
decayed stable or cow manure and old leaf-soil. A depth of 9 to 12 in. of good soil is sufficient, which 
should be firmly rammed when planting. 


Depth to Plant.—A depth of | to 2 ft. of water above the crowns when established is sufficient 
for most kinds of Water Lilies. The leaves of newly planted Nymphzas must be allowed to 
float, more water being added as growth proceeds ; failures are frequently caused by 
starting the plants at too great a depth ; if the depth of water cannot be controlled the plants 
should be started in boxes in shallow water and transferred later to their permanent quarters when 
sufficient leaf growth has been made. For the less rampant growers, such as those marked + 
and *,9 to 18 in. of water above the crowns is quite sufficient, while the stronger growers, such as 
varieties of N. Marliacea, N. alba, etc., are best grown in a depth of 2 to 4 ft. of water above the 
crowns. We have seen the stronger-growing Nympheas, when established, flourishing in a depth of 
4 to 5 ft. of water. SUES Fah 


Distance apart to Plant .—The strong growing varieties should be planted about 6 ft. apart, 
the medium growers marked f about 4 ft., and the small growing varieties marked * 2 ft. apart. 


Method of Planting .—In lakes or ponds over 2 ft. deep, raised mounds or open brick structures 
should be built up so as to bring the roots within the required depth, or plant in baskets and sink 
where required. Except when previously planted in baskets, place a sod of good fibrous loam over 
the roots, leaving only the crown exposed; this will keep them in position until established.

«= We supply suitable baskets for planting Water Lilies in at 1/6 each, or will plant 
them in a suitable mixture of loam and manure ready for sinking at an inclusive charge 
of 3/— each ; the plants in such cases, however, must be sent by passenger train to ensure quick 
transit, and the cost of carriage is frequently so high that customers may find it better to have the 
Water Lilies by parcel post and the baskets and soil mixture (if required) sent by goods train separately. 


Time of Planting —The best time to plant Nymphezas is from late in April to the end of May. 
Orders are booked for delivery during this period. 


Varieties to Plant.—Care should be taken in selecting suitable sorts for small basins, as some 
kinds, such as the NV. Marliacea varieties, make too strong a growth for this purpose. A study of 
the marks against the varieties offered will be found of great value in selecting. The varieties of 
N, odorata and tuberosa are natives of America, and flower best in warm sunny districts, 


Confervoid Growth in Tanks and Ponds.—This objectionable slimy green growth, which 
many people are troubled with in their tanks and ponds during spells of hot dry weather, can be got 
rid of, without injury to plants or fish, by the introduction of copper sulphate crystals placed in a coarse 
bag and drawn to and froacrossthe pond. The quantity should be at the rate of 24 ozs. to 10,000 gallons 
of water. To estimate the bulk of water multiply together the average breadth and length and the result 
by the average depth, all expressed in feet; then multiply this by 6}, the final result being number 
of gallons. If the first application does not suffice, repeat in a week or ten days.
